Opinion of G«n. Miles. 



Chicago, Dec. 22.— "If Canada ban 
built and armed three veeeels for serv- 
ice on the lakes aa described by the of- 
ficers of the revenue marine service at 
Washington It amounts to a declaration 
of war," said Maj.-Oen. Nelson A. Miles 
Wednesday, alluding to the report that 
the dominion baa increased its armed 
force on the great lakes. "I do not 
want to be quoted as saying that Caa- 
ada or Qreat Britain means war," said 
Gen. Miles, "The fact la, though, 
that these three vessels are In direct 
violation of the treaty of 1817, which 
limits the war vessels that either our 
government or Great Britain can main- 
tain on the lakes to a certain number 
and limits their gun power. The action 
of the Canadian authorities in building 
the veasela described .by the officer of 
tho revenue marine service violates the 
treaty In both particulars. 

"England can send a large fleet of. 
light-draught war vessels up the St 
Lawrence river Into the great lakes, 
which could burn every town from Du- 
luth to Detroit, and the singular thing 
la that the United States could do 
scarcely anything by way of defense, ee 
far as doing battle on the water is con-

Should affairs take a favorable turr 
it is probable, according to current talk, 
that the young duke of Orleans woult 
be selected to lead the attack. Th< 
younjr duke is more popular than any 
other member of his family, and his of- 
fer to serve In the army us a conscript, 
when he became of age, made a widely 
favorable Impression. 

The great diflleulty in the way of a 
royalist coup is that there nre no sign!
